The feds 
have been picking up 75% of the cost, with the state chipping in 25%. Now the state will have to 
pay 100% of the costs. Capt. Chris Kelenske is the deputy state director of emergency 
management and homeland security for the Michigan State Police. He helps coordinate the 
state's response to the water crisis. Kelenske says he did push through a few big ticket purchases 
before the switch, including buying expensive water filters.

On January 16, President Barack Obama declared a federal state of emergency in the Michigan 
city of Flint, to deal with a water crisis which saw tens of thousands of people potentially 
exposed to dangerous levels of lead in their public water supply. Over the seven months since, 
the Federal Emergency Management Agency (Fema) has reportedly provided more than 20 
million litres of bottled water and some 50,000 water filters to residents of the troubled city, for 
which the federal government split the costs 75-25 with the state.

Attorney General Bill Schuette spent more than $2 million in the first six months of his Flint 
water crisis investigation on a team of attorneys, investigators and support personnel that totaled 
42 people in June, according to records obtained by The Detroit News.
